The fifth class counties are Blair, 


Bucks. Butler, Lawrence, Lycom- 
ing. Northumberland and Mercer. 


The prison boards' established by 


the act were given athority to 
name prison wardens and to fix 
county prison administration poli- 
cies. 


The sheriff in those counties, 


now primarily responsible for pris- 
oners, will have to give up his 
residence in the county jail. Those 
quarters will be made available 
to the warden to be named by the 
prison board. 


The new board of prison inspec- 


tors established by the act consist 
of the county judges, district a:- 
torney, sheriff, controller and !he 
county commissioners.
